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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nolle. 

Nolle 5,854,521 US patent discloses a linear motor comprising: a stator (2,Fig. 1) 
including a stator yoke (25, Fig.1) extending in a motor running direction and a plurality 
of permanent magnets (23a,23b,23c ,Fig.1) arranged on the stator yoke at regular 
intervals along the motor running direction in alternately reversed directions (see fig. 1 ) 
to produce alternating polarities, and a moving part (1 , Fig. 1) positioned generally 
parallel to the permanent magnets of the stator and separated therefrom by a specific 
gap (distance between part 1 and 2), the moving part including a plurality of magnetic 
teeth (11a,11 f b11 f c 12a, 12b, 12c ... see Fig.1) arranged side by side along the motor 
running direction and coils (windings 15,16,17 .column 2 linens 29,36,40 )wound around 
the individual magnetic teeth, wherein each of the magnetic teeth is formed of multiple 
magnetic tooth ( 1 1 ,12,13 are build by putting together of magnetic elements 
'lamination elements' see column 2, line 59) elements arranged in tandem in a direction 
perpendicular to the motor running direction, and each of the coils is wound around said 
multiple magnetic tooth elements to join them together into a single structure (see Fig.1 
winding 15,16,17 are wound around the teeth 11a, 11b,11,c and ...12,13 ).
